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Ld ckmixr Abroad — It may gratify our dt- 
ix'Be to know that sometimes the stranzer 
Wit bin our walls speaks of os as we are. caught 
setting down in malice A correspondent of 
the Memphis Bulletin writes thus truthfully: 
“Louisville presents a very business-like ap- 
pearance. A great deal of Southern trade is 
now cornice here. It seems to me Memphis 
ought to offer Southern country merchant- in- 
ducements which would cause the most of the 
Southern trade to concentrate at that place. I 
do not know Low the prices here compare with 
Memphis prices, *«*»•. the prices at Memphis 
ought to be so arranged as to make it the inter- 
est of Southern dealer* to trade there. Louis- 
ville will compare favorably with any city In re- 
gard to the good order and quiet. This is 
•hewn by tbt few cases of crime which appear 
in their police reports The low rent* In Louis- 
ville of business snd dwelling houses give it the 
advaitare over many Southern cities. Such 
houses as rent in other Southern cities at two 
and three thousand dollars, rent here at twelve 
uid fifteen hundred, as I am informed. The 
street railways are a great addition to the com- 
fort and convenience of Louisville, and the 
sooner they are built in Memphis the better it 
will be for that dty. They have an elegant and 
refined society here, and, as I learn, thoroughly 
Southern in prejudice, with but rare exceptions, 
and net tie as loyal to the Union. The 
•hurches are very large, commodious, tastefully 
b tilt and numerously attended. Louisville ap- 
pear to be built on a plain, and is too level 
either for beauty or health, though citizens say 
it is very healthy, and corsider Louisville very 
beautiful. The streets are wide, and sidewalks 
have a number of shade trees, which add much 
to the agreeablecess of the place in summer. I 
have sei n a number of returned Confederates 
here. They are all doing well. They are among 
the most industrious, quiet, and laborious men 
in the city, and have won the admiration of all 
by good conduct and energetic Industry. They 
seek to repair their ruined fortunes, and are 
having lifle or nothing to do with political af- 
fairs.’’ 

Bos. A. H Oakland Against the Test 
Oath — A motion has been filed in the United 
States Supreme Court by the Hon. A. H. Gar- 
l*nd, of A'kansas, to be permitted to practice 
in the court without taking the oath, as pre- 
scribed by acts of Congress of Jaly 2, 1862, and 
January 84, 1865. The petitioner sets forth a 
pardon. In due form, granted by the President 
to him on the 15th day of July, A. D. 18*>5, and 
contend;: First, that the act of Congress pre- 
scribing this oath is unconstitutional upon its 
facr; second, that as far as It affects his status 
in this court, it is palpably in violation of the 
Constitution; third, that if It be dot unconstltn- 
tonal, the pardon of the President restores him 
to bis rights as an attorney of this court, not- 
withstanding the oath; and fourth, that as the 
United States, through Congress, has collected 
revenue of him for the privilege of being a 
lawyer, his right to practice in the courts of 
the United States follow*, at least, ao far as any 
obstacle thrown in the way by the oath are 
concerned. , 

Mr. Garland argues that the acts of Cmgrese 
referred to are obnoxious to the objection; that 
the law is retrospective in its operation and 
effect. It stamp6 certain acts and deeds with a 
character totally different from that which they 
were when committed, and by new principles, 
Introduced by its own terms, seeks to settle 
rights existing at the time cf its passage.

Pc-s.ms by Mbs. Bolton. — A volume of poem-; 
jjy Mrs. Bolton, from the publishing house cf 
Carlton, New York, has just made its appear- 
ance. Many of these poems are old acquaint- 
ances, but there are others that are new, and 
the whole, thus collected, will afford a favor- 
able opportunity ta canvass the daims of the 
authoress to rank as a poetess. 

It is not easy to define the elements of genius, 
hut where there is a never-failing source of 
original and luminous thoughts — 

Honing, fearing, •igbing. smiliuz, 

Mueins, xinging, laughing, crying— 

to 

Fow a read of truth and beauty. 

Stir a glngaiab pulae to duty. 

Giro some poor heart, tick with aonow, 

Promise of a brighter morrow - 

there can be no doubt of the presence of that 
mysterious power. 

It is difficult, if not impossible, for persons 
possessing only the average degree of human 
understanding to comprehend the elements of 
genius, I if cause it is something entirely above 
and beyond the sphere of their observations It 
live* and move* and has Us being in regions of 
which they have no idea. Bat we recognize its 
presence by its result*, as we know it was light- 
ning which struck down the oak, which we see 
riven, shattered, and twisted from its stem, 
wilbent being able to analyze and understand 
the nature of the subtle fluid cal lei electricity. 

There is a faculty called intuition, by which 
ordinary persons often arrive at correct con- 
clusions, without being able to trace the process 
or choice of causes which produced them. 
There is a gap between the enuae and effect 
which they are unable to fill up. It is, perhaps, 
because this chain of cases leads through re- 
gions which genius only inhabits, for genius 
never speaks from intuition. It not only traces 
the links of the chain from an effect to its cause, 
but throws upon it such a brilliant and irresist- 
able light that all admit the logical truth of the 
conclusion. The whole process of reasoning, 
as exhibited in this ljght, is so simple and 
natural that we wonder we had never seen it 
bfforc. This genius is continually enriching 
the world with thoughts and ideas hitherto un- 
known. 

Genius is original and creative. It pours 
forth its treasures like a “fountain.” Some- 
times 

“Gen i or ia Drover pouring. 

Hushing, foaming, recthing, roaring:" 
and, sometimes again, 

like a fountain tinkling dowu a rugged 

m untain. 

Like the wailing of the tempest mingling with the 
oeoio', roar. 

Like the win* of autumn aighing when the rammer 
flower* are dying. 

Like » spirit voice replying from a dim and distant 
shore. 

Like a wild mysterious echo from a distant, shadowy 
■has. 

Genius ‘may be likened to a mine of precious 
gam, but it is a mine stirred np and kept in mo- 
tion by an internal volcanic force which is con- 
tinually throwing its treasures to the surface. 

It is the province of tdlemt to gather up these 
gone, cut away the txcreseenccs, polish, 
arrange, and set them. As the finest diamond 
fails to display it6 beauties until it is prepared 
for use by the skillful lapidary, so genius, alone, 
cannot combine and arrange her treasure? so as 
to produce an effective poem. 

The successful poet must, therefore, posses* 
both genius and talent. Talent alone may and 
sometimes does collect together gems, which 
the genic? of others scatters in its path, and so 
comhine and arrange them as to produce a re- 
-pectable poem. But it is easy to discover that 
such treasures were gathered and not origin- 
ated. It it perceptible that they are merely 
accessories to a skeleton framed for the purpose 
of ns ire them. 

Genius does not always display itself in the 
same measure or proportions, nor do all mines 
produce the same kind or quantity of treasures 
The genius of Byron was not like that of Mil- 
ton, nor either like in qualities or proportions 
to that of 8bakespeare. Yet each had the un- 
mistakable marks of genius. It would not be 
so if they were alike, for genius never repro- 
duces but continually originates and creates. 

Tiat Mrs. Bolton possesses the requisites of a 
true poetess, genius, and talent, has long been 
established in Jhe estimation of the numerous 
readers oi bar fugitive reiem*. They have pro- 
duced an impression which the poetry of inspi- 
ration only could produce. 8 he has not fol- 
lowed in the beaten track of others, for there 
ore beautiful thoughts in all her poems, how- 
ever diversified the subject, which are no where 
else to Uqfoand, and it U evident from the con- 
graity and harmony with which they fit and 
illustrate the soul or tudimental idea of the 
poem that they were born of the occasion, and 
that the frame was not selected as a theme upon 
which to bang the ornaments. This first vol- 
ume in which she has collected the most of 
those fugitive pieces, with others not hitherto 
r ublishcd, will extend the circle of her admir- 
ers, though it may not increase the estimation 
in which she has hitherto been held by those 
who knew her. 

We say this first volume, because, with her 
organization, we know that so long as she 
Uvee she cannot cease producing. 

In the silence of tbc midniaht. 

Midst the voice* of the dor, 

V eionx ol the hricht and lovely 

Ever remud her epirit |>Iav. 

Itroexes from the vales of Eden 

Come and fan hrr with their wins, 

Till her aoul ie full of tnosic. 

And thr cannot chooae but aio*. 

Neither is this first volume the best she can 
do. Genius, it is true, is a heaven-born gift, 
which, perhaps, can neither be increased nor 
imprevrd; but the talent, which is so requisite 
to guide and arrange the outpourings of genius, 
is ever impioving by use and cultivation. 
Hence we may alwavs expect to find the later 
produt • ions of any poet more perfect than the 
first 

Besides, we think that Mrs. Bolton has, a* 
yet, scarcely essaved a department of poetry 
for which her pow-rs are well suited. We 
mean ti e prolonged narrative of dramatic facts, 
action*, and passions, in which the eloquence 
of the t oet heights ns and intensifies the inter- 
est of the story. The fame of all great poet* 
rests in a great degree on tbis combination. 
What would the poetry of Othello or Hamlet 
be if it were not lor the interest of the mrra- 
tivf? 

The tender pathos which runs through 
“Leolire.” the largest poem in this volume, 
anc, hi our view, one of the best, shows that she 
can stir the heart to its deepest depths in sym- 
pathy lor suffering sorrow, while “Germany,” 
•Two Scenes,” “The Murderer,'' and many 
others show she is equally mistress of the 
power to fire up the “sluggish pulse” ot patri- 
otism, excite imagination against the wrongs 
of irjr-tice and oppression, and to paint the 
gr an i> gs of remorse. These are the emotions 
that fct ighten the interest of tragic action, and 
when ( veiled by the story of individual adven- 
ture, sufferings, and sorrows, whether real or 
fictitious, they reach our sympathies more ef- 
fectually, because we think and feel as individ. 
uals rather than as members of the general 
family of mankind. 

A poetic idea or thought, as a mere utterance, 
does not reach the popular heart, however 
beautiful or original it may be. It will be read, 
admiri d, and forgotten : or perhaps caught np 
by son e subsequent seeker after ideas and ap- 
propriated to his own use. It requires to be 
associated with some event, action, or sentiment 
with which the popular heart can sympathize 
to produce a forcible aud permanent impres- 
sion. 

We do not mean to say that these poems of 
Mrs. Bolton are devoid of this application 
of the eloquence of poetry to the subjects of 
popularsympathy. Quite the contrary. There 
are scarcely any of them that do not exhibit 
more or less of it, and some of them are very 
forcible and beautiful illustrations of the view 
we have endeavored to present. They have 
reached the popular heart, or she would not 
have attained the position she occupies in the 
popular estimation. We only mean to say that 
what 6he has done in this direction shows that 
she can do more, and that in the more con- 
tinned and complex action of dramatic story she 
will find a larger and belter field for the effect- 
ive exhibition of her powers. We would, 
therefore, commend to her the exhortations of 
her own poem “Awake to Effort,” and shall 
look with great interest for her next volume.

A Kksit< KY Retrksfjitativk Revi ses ro 
takf. ms Seat Because the Election was 
Made Unfair py Military Interference — 
The fo’lowing address appeared in the Cincin- 
nati Commercial of Saturday: 

To the Citizens of Kenton County, Kentucl-y: 

It i* due to you, as well as to myself, that I 
should make known my reasons for declining 
to accept my supposed election to a seat in tbe 
present State Legislature. They are these: 

On the day of the election bodies of armed 
soldiers were placed before and around each 
voting place in the county, and there remained 
thronghout the entire day. Early in the dav, 
numbers of citizens, while approaching the 
polls in an orderly and peaceable manner, for 
the purpose of tendering their votes, were ar- 
rested by the soldiers and marched away, under 
guard, to a prison, and there held in close con- 
finement, until the next day, when thev were 
discharged, w ithout any charge being preferred 
against t hem. in some instances persons, on 
coming in sight of the polls, we e met bv a mil- 
itary effi -er, told that they would not be allow- 
ed to vo'e, and ordered to depart; an ), while 
ohevirgt'ne order, and departing from the polls, 
squads of soldiers were sent in pursuit, by 
whom thev were arrested and marched through 
the streets to prison and confined, as stated 
above. 

At one of the voting plnccs in the county two 
of the officers who had been legally app Anted 
by the county court to conduct the election 
were, while in the discharge of their daties, ar- 
rested by the soldiery and carried to prison, or 
put npoh parole to report to a Colonel in the 
city of Covington on the next day. It doe* not 
appear that these persons were, disturbing the 
peace, or doing or threatening to do anv illegal 
or unauthorized act, or that their arrest was 
ordered bv the officer* conducting the election. 
They were not allowed to vote, or to approach 
the polls, or to be heard by the judge* of the 
election a* to their right to vote. The persons 
so arrested all belonged to one of the two po- 
litical pnriiee whose candidate* were before the 
people for their suffrages on that dav: and the 
obvious purpose of the military commander, 
who controlled the soldiery, was to overawe 
and intimidate men belonging to that party so 
that they would avoid the poll*. 

I cannot lend my sanction or approval to 
such a proceeding as I mn«t have done bv ac- 
cepting this election. I hold that every citizen 
has the right to go to the polls, and, if posseesed 
of the qualifications prescribed by the law, to 
freely vote for the candidate of his choice. If 
hi* right to do ao iscalied in question there is a 
tribunal which the law has placed at every 
ballot-box, whose duty it is to hear the parties 
*nd decide the right. And no citizen can law- 
fnllv be refused his vote, rxcej,t by the judgment 
of this tribunal. It is for it, and not for a squad 
of soldiers with muskets in their hands, to de- 
cide whether he may lawrnllv vote or not. 

These are mv reasons for declining to accept 
this election. I do not know whether they are 
such as will meet your approbation or not: but 
thev meet the entire approval of mv own judg- 
ment, and by them I am contented to abide. I 
do not believe, however, that anv considerable 
number of the party to which I belong desire 
or expect that this interference with the elec- 
tion should take place. On the contrary, I 
knew that It was to many of them, as it was to 
me, a s urce of sorrow and regret, and I am 
satisfied tbst the Union partv, as a party, can- 
not and will not uohold such a proceeding, < ' 
whatever a few irdividuals mav say or do 
I was nominated by a convention of the Union 
party, last summer, for a seat in the Legisla- 
ture. Never having yet, as I think, been le- 
gally elec ted to that place, I am still a candi- 
date for the place at the election which is to 
take p’ace on the 23d, unless the partv who 
placed me in nomination shall determine to put 
forward some other gentleman, in which event 
it will be mv pleasure to submit to their choice 
and withdraw my name from the poll book

The Case of Tennessee.— T he National In- 
telligencer discusses the claims of the Tennessee 
delegation to seats in the present Congress in 
the following manner: 

We have no disposition to mike a needless 
if sue with Congress, but there are salient points 
in the national case which cannot escape discus- 
sion, at d on which the country will naturally 
demand light and explanation. 

For example, it may well be asked, On what 
principle are the members returned to Congroas 
fr om Tennessee deprived of Their seats? We 
make this msrked allurion to Tennessee not in- 
vidi' nsly to other States — since, in onr rerard. 
in all cnrstquential aspects, the members re- 
turned from the South stand together— but we 
inrunce Tennessee because her case seems to 
convict even Congressional radicalism of re- 
markable Inconsistency. 

It will be remembered th&Cthere was an at- 
tempt in the Republican party; when assem- 
bled in convention In Bdtimore, to treat the 
State of Tennessee as out of the Union, not- 
withstanding Tennessee was representel in the 
convention by Hon. Horace Maynard and 
other?; and aa tf to signify the Republican ad- 
miration of Tennessee, Andrew Johnson was 
nominated by that convention. What weight 
bis name gave to the ticket wa* especially sig- 
nified at that time by the prominent friends of 
the 8 Cretan- of State, and all the world knows 
the labors and their results of Andrew John- 
son, both as Provisional Governor of Tennes- 
see and a* an orator in behalf of the success of 
the Lincoln ticket. 

Messrs. Fowler and Patterson are refumed as 
Senator* from Tennessee. The former wa* 
Comptroller of the 8tate under Andrew John- 
son ss Military Governor. This should vouch 
for his loyalty even before the tribunal of ultra 
“I03 al” party. Hon. Mr. Patterson was an exile 
firm Em - t Tennessee for nearly two years, be- 
cause cf his devotion to the Union. Hon. 
Horace Maynard, a returned member to the 
House from Tennessee, wm an original Union 
man, who was in Congress in the midst of the 
war-, he *a; a prominent member of the Balti- 
more Republican Convention, and during the 
Lincoln canvass -he was a traveling orator in 
New York and Indiana and elsewhere in be- 
half of the Republican nominations. Colonel 
Hawkins, another returned member from the 
same State, wa* a Union military officer in the 
service, and he al«o trave-led and spoke daring 
the last Presidential canvass in behalf of Lin- 
coln and Johnson. And we might Instance the 
others in the Tennessee delegation much in the 
>ame wav. 

Now. is it not a little remarkable (we will 
leave law and patriotism out of the question) 
that even a party majority should Innish Ten- 
nrssee, the home of the President, and thus 
represented, even for an ia3tant. from the Cap- 
l-ol! 

We, however, repeat emphatically what we 
said at the cutset — that no moral, legal, or 
constitutional reason exist* to sustain the Clerk 
of the Hcuse in his course, whereby he has 
omitted to enrol! the S juthern States, nor does 
sny legal reason sustain the House in shutting 
Its doors against any duly returned member; 
but the cafe of Tennessee is almost as remark- 
able as was thet of the fabled 8aturn, who de- 
voured his owd children! 

To what complexion has^the nation come at 
last if, after all, the logic of the late war is to be 
interpre-ed after the fashion of party radical 
i-m? Shall a war, maintained and carried to 
a successful issue in behalf of the U nion. be 
made to result by a party in the triumph of se- 
cession? Here is’ the issue in a nuUheM between 
the President and the radical*. Far better is it 
to settle this issue in Congress than before the 
great tribunal of the people. 

The Poor cf North Alabama. — O ar knowl- 
edge of the real condition of the Southern 
States is cow so well understood, no one can 
question the common report or prevent a still 
greater threatened destitution in many portions. 
The M- utgoroery Advertiser has the following 
on Noithern Alabama: 

The larger part of the white popu'ation of 
the State of Alabama is to be tonnd in the 
northern counties, and the eastern counties at 
the fool of the mountains. The war produced 
in North and Northeastern Alabama terrific re- 
sults. A large portion of our armies was drawn 
from among her men, and there was little slave 
labor in those sections for the cultivation of the 
ciops. Nearly all the work upon the farms was 
Lecsss'.rily done by the feeble hands of white 
women and children. The small crops they 
could at most hope to raise this year were de- 
stroyed by the drought. The little money they 
possessed at the time of the surrender was all 
lepresented by Confederate currency, which 
perishtd in their hands. They had not, like 
the people of more favored sections of the 
State, any thing to sell that would bring them 
the means ot support. There was no cotton 
there, and the swaying to and fro of armie6 
over their homes left them with no stores of 
food, to stocks of cattle, no flocks of sheep, no 
herds of s>w ine. 

These aie our brothers in every sense. They 
are neither vicious nor improvident. They are 
not thrives or beggar*. They suffer in silence, 
but they feel n< t the less keenly the horrors of 
their sitnation. Thev are starving but they a-e 
not panpers Palsied be the tongue that would 
answer their criss with foul epithets. Oar 
hearts will open to their appeals, and onr bands 
beixtended to their assistance. If we are men, 
worthy of the name of Alabamians and Chris- 
tians 

Allusion has already been made to the gen- 
erous action taken by the Government in as- 
suring the Slate authorities of Alabama that 
throngfa the Freedmen’s Bureau all needed ai l 
will be given, through the coming winter, that 
none of the inhabitants shall suffer for want of 
food. 

A young man living in the Western part of 
New’ York, who is occasionally afflicted with 
fits of insanity, went to Rochester one day late- 
ly, while laboring under one of his attacks of 
craziness, drew fifteen hundred dollars from 
the bunk, bought a load of potatoes and gave it 
away, and then began to di-tribute greenbacks 
among the crowd, a work which be found to he 
so exceedingly popular that he kept it up until 
he had but fifty dollars left. It was at last dis- 
covered what was the matter with him, and 
some it*i>ec table gentlemen set to work to re- 1 
cover back the money which had been thus 
given away; but they only succeeded in regain- 
ing a lew hundred dollars of it.

OUR FRANKFORT LETTER. 

Frankfort, Dec. 13, 1865. 
Mersr*. Editor*: The repeal of the expatri- 
ation wa* the special order In both Houses yes- 
terday. In the 8enate, your reporter will for- 
ward a full report of the speeches made, which 
were all characterized by moderation and abil- 
ity. In the House, a very interesting debate 
arose on the amendment offered by Mr. Bell, 
which was advocated by Mesere. Bell.Woolford, 
snd Stout, and Its adoption opposed by Messrs. 
Davis and others. The debate was the m >*t 
interesting one that has been made in the 
House, and it is to be regretted that a fuller re- 
port could not have been given. The ground 
taken by the members wa* very much the same 
as that taken in the Senate on an amendmaut 
precisely similar in its tenor to the one dii- 
cussed. 

To-day an interesting debate arose upon the 
introduction of a bill to raise the salaries of the 
judges of the courts in the State. The adoption 
of the bill was ably argued by Mr. Harlan, on 
the ground that the pav of the judgej does not 
now adequately support the judges, and that 
from that, fact the office was likelv to fall into 
the hands of rich men who would not care *0 
much for the salary as for the honor; and he 
urged the adoption as a public duty. ‘ Many of 
the judge? were now retaining their place* from 
a sense of public duty, aud we cannot expect 
than to continue making these sacrifices. One 
thousand dollars four years ago was equal to 
eighteen hundred now.' I hope the Legislature 
will come up and face this question of adequate 
salaries like men. Let us do justice to tae 
State; let us do Justice to the public business. 
We have made it onr boast that we wanted an 
independent judiciary. Let us pay the judges 
upon some fair and adequate standard.” 

Mr. Bijur followed in opposition to an amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Tnomas, which limited the 
advance in the salaries to the term of two years. 
He argued that the present rise of values was 
not likely to decrease for a long time to come, 
to any great extent, aud that there would be 
no cause for reducing thw salaries of judges at 
that time, or any other time in future. The 
history of the past shows that there is no re- 
trogressive step In prices when from any cause 
they have advanced, “so that we cannot in any 
event hope that within two years prices will re- 
cede to where they started. Capital has increased 
three thousand millions of dollars, and it makes 
no difference what the means of the increase ia, 
the effect is the same. Products take the ad- 
vance in the same proportion to the increase ol 
capital.” 

The spciker argued also that it was for the 
interest c.f the country to call to the judicial 
bench men of the highest talent. 

Mr. Stout, from Louisville, urged the adoption 
of the bill (other gentlemsn also took part in 
the debate), but it was lost by a bare majority. 
In the 8eriate to-day a large amount of busing 
was done, and, as a matter of course, not much 
debating could be done. If the Senate don’t 
stop “rnshing business” to *uch an extent they 
will have to sit and wait for the otter House r) 
catch up. 

We are having a taste of whiter to-da>. but 
not enough to binder th» enjoyment of the 
“hop” at the “Capitol” to-night, wkfoh will 
doubtless be a brill-ni success. C. 

rHE CURRENCY. 

ABSTRACT OF THE REPORT OF THE C0MrTROI4.KR. 

Since the last annual repart 283 new banks 
have beeu organized and 731 State banks con- 
verted into national associations, making the 
total of such organizations to November 1, 
1865, 1,601, of which 922 were conversions and 
679 new banks. One bank— the First National 
of Columbia, Mo.— has voluntarily gone into 
liquidation, and the First National of Utica, N. 
Y., has failed. Nearly all the State banks have 
changed their organization, and this, too, with- 
out any derangement to public interests. As 
these converted state banks are not allowed to 
issue currency in excess of their security, a con- 
traction of the volume is, we confess not very 
clearly, claimed by the Comptroller as a con- 
sequence of their conversion. State 1 >ank* con- 
verted into national banks are prohibited from 
pay log out their old State bank issues. Any 
other rale would be to duplicate their currency:

From this volume of currency which Is le- 
gally aud actually outstanding, the Comptroller 
contends that in order to ascertain the actual 
active circulation, there should be deducted the 
amount of national enrrenev in hand:, of banks 
and not yet ismed $19,525,152: national curren- 
cy not yet delivered to banks #109,152,955; legal 
tender aDd compound interest notes brid by 
banks $193,094,865; other compound Interest 
notes beta oy corporations as uiVeetiusnta, a 
$ 121,314,195; currency in the Treasury $56,- 
236,440, or a total of $199,32:; 097. which will 
show the actual circulation to be $160; 84 1.229. 
This is, we think, foolish arithmetic. Ail the 
notes issued and to be Issued for bonds deposited 
must be considered the circulation, except that 
amount which is on hand in the Treason: and 
the actus! rironiotUm therefore is, in round num- 
bers. $900 000.000. 

The Oomptrouer advises compulsory redemp- 
tion of national currency at New York, Boston, 
or Philadelphia. The C jmptroller’s observa- 
tions upon the subject of retiring a portion of 
the currency, upon the subject of the balance 
cf trade, the export and uses of gold, may be 
and doubtlees are very good, but they would be 
better If 1 xpressed more intelligibly. Many of 
his sentences, if they have anv meaning, are 
very obscure. He advises an increase of tariff 
duties to check importations. He advises the 
conversion of all Interest-bearing legal tenders 
into 5-20 s x per cent bonds. He advise* that 
the limit of national bank issues be extended to 
four hundred millions on condition of its being 
redeemed at New York. He thinks that tlje 
tariff can be so adjusted as tt^roduce one hun- 
dred and twenty millions of dollar*; one huu- 
died millions can be raised on whisky, malt 
liquors, and domestic wine*; fifteen millions on 
tobacco; one hundred and twenty-five millions 
on cotton; fifteen millions from stamps; from 
licenses twenty millions, and from the premium 
on the surplus of gold, after paving interest on 
bonds, ten millions, making in the aggregate 
four hundred and five millions of dollars, a 
sum probably one hundred millions in excess of 
the amount that will be required under an 
economical administration of the Government, 
leaving a large margin on the above estimate 
for reduction. A tax of ten cents per pound on 
the cotton crop of next year will produce 
$125,000,800; a tax therefore of eight cents per 
pound will realize more than sutli .ient to pay 
the interest on the whole public debt, an 4 ena- 
ble the stamp and license tax to be abolished. 
The tax on cotton would be mainly paid by 
foreign countries. He 6ays: 

“A tax on cotton of eight or ten cents per 
pound would neither diminish the domestic 
production nor foreign demand for that staple. 
Our means of production, natural and applied, 
are such as to enable ns to fnrnish the article at 
a lees price, Including the tax proposed, than 
any other country. Even at half the price 
which this product now commands in New 
York and Liverpool, it can be grown and sold 
at a large profit, including the proposed tax, in 
its cost. Nor would the imposition of a tax 
on the staple production of the Southern States 
prove injurious to that section of the Union. 
Ii will of necessity be a large purchaser of 
Northern manufacture*, and if by the proposed 
measure the North and South be relieved almost 
entirely from other taxation for Government 
purposes, as they would be if cottoa is taxed 
to the extent proposed, their purchases would 
be made at a c irrespondingly less price, and 
both N< rth aud South derive a benefit from the 
eperati n. 

“By thus restricting the subject of revenue to 
a few articles of general production the cost of 
collection would be greatly reduced by the dis- 
charge of a whole army of assessors, collectors, 
&c., to the manifest advantage of the public 
treason ; nor would the least of the benefits to 
result from this action b9 found in the fact that 
such an adjustment of the system of taxation 
would leave no ground for public complaint, 
and consequently preclude dishonest and disloyal 
politicians irom uniting with the enemies of the 
Union in assailing the public credit and repudi- 
ating the national obligations.” 

Vie think this suggestion a good one. 

He discusses and points ont the bad faith ol 
taxing United States securities held by bank*. 

He urges that provision be made prohibiting 
the issue of bank notes with the signatures 01 
its officers engraved; written signatures are the 
only piotection against counterfeiting; unless 
this be attended to, it will soon be difficult to 
distinguish between the genuine and the spu- 
rious n< >tes. He ursres the removal ot the Cur- 
rency Bateau to New York, saving thereby 
$200 000 annnallv. He urges a modification of 
the law relesAng national banks from the obli- 
gation to receive the notes of other national 
banks at par for any debt or liability due them. 
This is such a wide departure from the theory of 
“national” banks that it requires reflection ’be- 
fore it can be fully approved. The Comptroller 
close* his report with a glowing eulogy upon 
the national banking system. 

The Washington Chronicle save: “The com- 
missioned officers of the late Veteran Reserve 
Corps are adopting measures preparatory to pe- 
titioning Congress to reorganize that corps on 
a basis similar to that of the regular army. The 
advocates of this movement claim that there 
are thousands of partially disabled soldiers of 
the Union army who would, were an opportu- 
nity presented, re-enlist in the Reserves. This, 
however, is doubtful, as the matter was fully 
tested recently, when S.tctetary Stanton gave 
each member of the late corps the privilege to 
decide whether he would remain in the service 
or not. One-tenth of the soldiers elected to re- 
main.” 

' A rumor was current in Columbns, Miss., 
last Saturday tight that a number of disaffect- 
ed persons had banded together to burn the 
city. The excitement was intense, aud the 
business men of the place were standing guard 
over their home* all night. By the combined 
rffort? of the military arid civil police an out- 
break was prevented.

to say that, in his opinion, the bank* referred to 
are untrustworthy, since, from their circular,, 
the inference would naturally be drawn that 
they possess extraordinary facilities for the en- 
graving of notes at the Department, which D 
not the case.

Cpoe her and her peo 
P’t o-uet come numberless woes if, through the 
igro. ancc the imprudence, the conceit, the want 
of » apa rt t y , or tim marhiastiocs of any number 
of her politicianf. a struggle of races shall be 
precipitated upon her soil. Such a consummation 
would be the most diaeuous and awful that the 
Imagination can pomibly conoeive of. There is 
BO necessity lor it, and a can be avoided, pro- 
wlded the problem be distincUy and earlv com- 
prehended and a wise and masterly statesman- 
nhip shall guide the councils and sway the 
♦udgmeat s of t he Southern people. If the 
tSffied and sneered at m un- 
worthy of notice, woe betide the unfortunate 
South 

We utter the word of precaution, and we do 
It in the spirit of the truest friendship for the 
Southern people The old hatred of the South, 
the offspring of the old agitation, still lives in 
aome minds, and it has its representatives in 
the n otional councils and in some Northern 
presses This spirit clothes itself in the shin- 
ing garb of liberty, and is therefore danger- 
cos. The Booth cannot despise it and cannot 
aflecd to defy it. The only way lor her to 
emasculate it Is by a course of frank and en. 
Lettered dealing with the freed people The 
Way fur her to strengthen and make it omnipo- 
tent is s contrary coarse. 

Let ns illustrate The Miarisaipp: Legislature 
the other day l-aased an act. and we believe it 
has become s law. prohibiting freed men from 
leaclig or purchasing lands in the State. With 
that act as a campaign document, the party of 
entire negro equality in the North could proba- 
bly cany a dozen States, not because the voters 
lavor negro equality, but to resent what they 
would consider an unjust set and s spirit un- 
friendly to freedom. 

We of coarse shall be told in reply that the 
people of the North have nothing to do with 
the MMsetppi Legislature, or with those of any 
other Bontham State. Bat yon can’t prevent 
them lrom being infiuenoed by the doings of 
such l eg is lat u res. They will vote as thev please, 
and under such ttmauli they will vote the 
extreme ticket. 

We read a few days since in s Southern paper 
a Utter denunciation of the ‘ Yankees,' which, 
of coarse, will be republished by the extreme 
organs in the North as specimens of Southam 
feelings toward the North and the Government, 
and read with gusto and pleasure by the sup- 
porters of the radical leaders. 

Iiou’i the writers of each articles in Southern 
papers know that the Yankees aforesaid are in 
tt* majority ? Don't they know that they have 
more power, more influence, more money, more 
learning, and sharper pens than the writers and 
their sympathizers of such strictures? Don't 
the Bcnthcre haters of Yankees know that their 
cones will be certain to come home to roost? 

The i^xt Presidential election will soon he 
upon ns. and another one will follow b' and 
by a. The weaker and vanquished party and 
section should recollect that an extreme-policy 
candidate migkf by some possibility be success - 
faE Reliance upon a few' secession sympa- 
thizers in the North will be utterly baseless. 
Both persons merely mislead the South, and do 
therefore mischief and only mischief. The be* 
snd only real friends of the Boult are they that 
tel! her the truth and the whole truth, however 
unpalatable it may be. Violence of language 
in Southern papers only recoils upon the 
Southern people, and gives power to the worn 
class of enemies in the North and elsewhere, 
•nd any oppressive measures in reference to the 
freecmen have the same effects. Again we dis- 
tinctly niter the words of warning, and we point 
to laic scenes in Jamaica as the terrible results 
at seeking to prolong a warfare of sectional

Gxszr.M Gb.'vtV RrpnnT —General Grant's 
report is a mseterl? document, fays the Albany 
Evening Journal, and will do much to enhance 
the fame of Its author. Without the tea* bom- 
bastic pretense or flourish, and with no at- 
tempt at ornamentation, he relates in aaonclse 
and graphic manner all the events that followed 
his assumption at the Ltentenant-GeneraUhii 
down to the close of the war with Lee's sur- 
render. 

An important feature of the report is i‘s 
marked impartiality. Thus, he tab#- pains to 
say that General Meade, because he was serv- 
ing in the presence of a superior officer, lost s 
great portion of that popular credit which was 
his due snd which he would otherwise have 
enjoyed— as the movements of the Potomac 
Army were all made through him, and he 
proved himself emphatically the right man is 
the right place. To General Sheridan he 
awards the credit of preventing the designs of 
the rebels upon Washington and Baltimore, by 
movements up the Shenandoah Valley, and j 
thus enabling the army in immediate contact | 
with Lee to proceed in its work. General 
Sherman receives from him nothing but praise ' 
lot his splendid strategy : the eohject of his I 
convention with Johnston is alluded to in a 
manner which show- a most careful desire to 
avoid wounding his sensibilities, and to give | 
him all credit for the grand result accomplished, j 
At the same time, General Grant does not besi- 
1 ate to bestow censure when he thinks it deserved 
He pronounces the movements of Sigel, in 
Western Virginia, entirely unsatisfactory , con- 
siders Hunter's cubetquent campaign, though ne 
doubt prompted by the highest patriotism, and 
by a desire to obey orders, as revealing lack of 
judgment: declares that the freedom with which 
Price was allowed by Kosecrax- to roam over 
Missouri shows bow a superior force may be so 
employed as to give no advantage, and criticises 
Thomas for his slowness in attacking Hood — s 
fault which was only atoned for, but not re- 
moved, by his subsequent success. 

But it is in reference to Ben. Butler, the hero 
of Fort Fisher fiasco, the General is most direct 
ard outspoken. The quiet way in which this 
iudividiia] is put throughb a course of lam* 
pooning is peculiarly refreshing. General 
Grant shows that Butler was incapable of obey- 
fr gsn aider, or of comprehending a situation: 
that w hen he w as directed to move upon Rich ■ 
mond diiectly, he satisfied himself with going 
to a point where he supi>oaed he had Beaure 
tard in check, when the fact was Beauregard 
t nd Lee had him shut up, as if corked in a bot- 
tle; when an opportunity was given him to re- 
deem this blunder he thought he had made a 
great achievement in occupying a point which a 
regiment could hold against a division; that his 
enterprise at Port Fisher was conducted in viola- 
tion of orders, which did not contemplate his 
piersonal presence. The General can onlv ac- 
count for hie going down upon the theory that 
be was anxious to witness the explosion of the 
powder-boot— which, after all, took place while 
be was at Beaufort: the rebels only learning of 
Us intended effect from the Northern papers 
Gen. Grant’s conclusion is, that Butler could 
have taken Fort Fisher precisely as Terrv did, 
had he cooperated with the navy. The orders 
issued to the two Generals were aubstantiilly 
the same, and they had the same force There 
will hardly be much oppoituniiv tor an eterciae 
of Butler s military qualities while Grant con- 
tinues to command the army. 

Occaeorally, throughout the report there is 
a vein of quiet sarcasm that Is peculiarly origi- 
ns’. Thu*, for instance, (he General says that 
the Macon speech of Jeff Davis put os in pos- 
session of information that decided certain 
movements previously in doubt — another proof 
of the old axiom that “he is a wise man who 
knows when to hold his tongue. '' And speak- 
ing of the operations of Hood after assuming 
command if Georgia, he concludes that they 
were all intended to benefit our cause; declar- 
ing that if he had controlled both armies he 
would sot have changed the impulses under 
which that of the rebels seemed to be acting. 

Tie General pays a very high compliment to 
the Potomac army. Having had the fortune to 
fight daring the war with men of tue West and 
of the East, be asserts that there is no difference 
in their military qualities. The same Indomit- 
able resolution and unconquerable valor dis- 
tinguish both sections. The Potomac troops 
have illustrated their merits by achievements 
which would reflect honor upon the best dis- 
ciplined veterans in the world. 

It was the theory of General Grant that our 
true policy required a concentration of forces— 
a hammering away at particular objective 
points, which were of vital importance to the 
rebellion. Thus his report shows, that, from 
the moment he took command, the movements 
of cur armies tended toward a center— Sher* 
man, Thomas, Sheridan. Schofield, all fighting 
in the direction of Richmond and for the van- 
quit- timin'. of Lee’s army, which was the great 
aim constantly in view. The best argument in 
support of this theory is the fact that it has 
succeeded. General Grant mav answer those 
strategists who differ with him as Napoleon re- 
plied to his critics from the French Convention 
who followed him to Italy— “Behold, what I 
have done!” 

Get. Grant's report will be quoted hereafter 
as a model narrative of military achievement. 
Be tells the story of his deeds in a manner pe- 
culiarly hie own, but with a force and vigor 
which leave the reader satisfied that his suc- 
cesses were not the results of mere accidental 
or fortuitous circumstance', but the attainments 
of a man who proceeded from point to point 
with the clearest logic and the roost systematic 
philosophy.

The Select Committee reported a bill for ap- 
portioning the State for Congressional and 
Representative purposes. 

Mr. Newcomb reported a bill establishing a 
soldiers’ find sailors’ home at the Jeffersonville 
Hospital until otherwise provided for, to be 
under the charge of a board of trustees com- 
posed of one from each Congressional District, 
and three from the 8tate at large. 

A concurrent resolution was adopted asking 
Congress to change the grant for the Agricul- 
tural College, and extending the sale of lands 
to ten years, and allowing two years to put the 
institution in operation. 

A report was presented from Joseph M. Mc- 
Donald on the Hover fraud, stating that the 
#375,000 in fraudnlent bonds had been cancelled, 
and #409,000 were still outstanding to be can- 
celled. 

In the Senate most of the afternoon was 
occupied upon the location of the Agricultural 
College, and without action. It was made the 
special order for to-morrow afternoon. 

In the House Mr. Branham offered an amend- 
ment to his bill abolishing the sinking fund and 
requiring county treasurers to pay into the 
State treasury for investment in the bonds of 
the State all moneys held by the county for the 
common school land except the congressional 
township fund.

Mr. Washburne moved tbe insertion of the 
9th of January, which was sustained by Mr 
Jihnron, of Pennsy lvwiia, on the ground that 
the 8ih of Janaary was a holiday in his State. 

Mr. Farnsworth, of Illinois, favored working 
now, and desired the adjournment as short as 
possible. 

Mr. Spaldfog, of Ohio, said he come here to 
work, but was willing to gratity those wuo de- 
sired to spend tbe holidays at home. Ilis com- 
mittee had voted to adjourn to the lih bf Jan- 
uary-, and be thongbt this sufficient. 

Mr. Stevens remarked that the rules required 
that the principal appreciation bills should be 
reported in the first thirty days. The special 
committee on appropriations would be ready to 
report tte-e bills before the holidays. 

Mr. Kelly, of Pennsvlvania, favored the ai 
journmeut till the 9th of January, and a 
resolution was finally pasted to that effect, alter 
the passage of an appropriation of #50,000 for 
furnishing the President's house. 

Mr. Stevens reported a bill appropriating 
$15,440,000 for the payment of invalid and other 
pensions. 

Mr. Jonscn said he had no objection to the 
bill, but he wanted to increase the pensions of 
the lower grades of pensioners by giving them 
more than eight dollar* a month, wnich was not 
enough for their support. 

Mr. Stevens approved of Mr. Johnson’s re- 
marks, but said tbe bill was prepared in accord- 
ance with the existing law. He should be 
willing at the proper time to vote for an increase 
of bounties, and make them pavable by- tae 
rebel States. The bill was then passed. 

Mr. Stevens also reported a bill making an 
appropriation for the support of the West Point 
Academy, which was referred to the Committee 
of tbe Whole, and made the special or uer of the 
day for January 10th. 

Mr. Davis, of New York, introduced a bill, 
which was referred to the Committee on Roads 
and Canals, providing that the bridge at Albany 
shall be a highway for the purposes authorized 
by the New York Legislature, and may be used 
as a postal route of the United States. 

Mr. l.iiflin, of New York, from the Committee 
on Printing, reported a resolution that 20,000 
extra copies of General Grant’s report, without 
cover.-, be printed for the headquarters of the 
armies of tbe United States. 

Mr. Washburne suggested that it should be 
50,000 copies, as the report was so long that 
few papers outside of New York printed it in 
full. 

Mr. Lailin replied that the committee were 
anxious to give full circulation to the report, 
but they could not neglect their duty, and 
thought it high time to enter npon the work ol 
retrenchment. Desirons as they were to com- 
pliment both the subject and author, thev 
thought they could not transcend their ideas of 
economy. The report would cost ten cents per 
copy with covers, and seven cents without cov- 
ere ' They would have reported in favor of 
printing of 250,000 if the state of the finances 
had permitted. A million and a half dollars 
will be demanded for public printing, and it is 
time retrenchment should begin. 

Mr. Wright introduced a b!!', Which was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Commerce, author- 
izing the Secretary of the Treasury to purchase 
a site for a custom-house and warehouse at 
Jersey City, and making appropriation for 
erecting the building. 

Mr. Clark, of Kansas, introduced a bill, which 
was referred to the Committee on Military Af 
firs, to equalize the bounties of soldiers by’ pro 
tiding for a uniform bounty of $100 per month- 
computing for tke whole period of the soldier’s 
service, and counting the whole term of enlist- 
ment, unless sooner honorably discharged, 
bounties heretofore paid to be deducted from 
tbe total allowances; in case of death the boun- 
ty to revert first to the widow, second to the 
children, third to the father (if a loyal resident 
of the United States), next to the mother, and 
next to the brothers and sisters. 

On the passage of Mr. Henderson's resolu- 
tions declaring treason to be a crime, Mr. Djn- 
neliv introduced the following, which was 
agreed to: 

Whereas, the republican Institutions can find 
permanent safety only upon the basis of the 
universal intelligence of the people; and, 
whereas, tbe great disasters which have afflict- 
ed the nation and desolated one-half of its terri- 
tory. end traceable in a great degree to the ab- 
sence of common -cho- e and general education 
atuoig tbe people of the rebellious States. 
Therefore, 



Pesolved, That tbe joint committee on recon- 
struction be Instructed to inquire Into the ex- 
pediency of establishing In i.tyis cipitol a na 
tiunal bureau of education, whose dntv It shall 
be lo enforce education without regard to race 
of color upon the popn’ition of all su-h States 
as shall fall below a standard to be establishei by 
ion gross and to inquire whether such a bureau 
should not be made an essential and permanent 
part of any sysiem of reconstruction. 

Mr. Sloan, of vVus., asked Teave to introduce 
the following: 

Reed red. That the Committee on Roads and 
Canals be directed to inquire whether persons 
visiting the national capital from the West are 
subjected to any unnecessary inconvenience or 
obstacle in passing through the city of Balti- 
more, and to report to this House at an early 
nay whether it would be just and expedient to 
authorize the Northern Central Rulroad of 
Pennsylvania to extend their road to this city 

Mr. John L. Thomas, of Md., objected to the 
reception of the resolution. 

On motion ot Mr. Cobb, it was resolved that 
the Committee on the Judiciary be directed to 
require whether the act of Congress bv which 
so much of the District of Colombia as lies south 
of the Potomac was ceded to the State of Vir- 
ginia Is not void, as being in conflict with the 
provisions of the Constitution of the United 
states, and if so, what legislation is proper and 
necessary to enable the government to resume 
its jurisciction over that portion of the said D s- 
trict, to report the bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Paine a resolution wis re 
fened to the Committee on Military Affairs 
tbat Justice demands that Id case of any increase 
ot the standing army within five years from 
the fet of January, 1866, all new commissions 
below that of Lieutenant-General shall be 
granted to such meritorious and capable volun- 
teer officers and soldiers as have not heretofore 
held commotions in the regular armv, and that 
£U<h as have been partialiv disabled, and arc 
yet capable of performing the duties necessary 
in pecce or war, be preferred in granting such 
commissions. 

When the resolution concerning the papers of 
the so-called Confederate States was offered, 
Mr. Johnson moved to lay it on the table but 
the House refused — 12 yeas to 109 nays. 

Mr. Eld ridge, of Wisconsin, said the resolu- 
tion was in violation of the constitution and the 
laws of Congress, which require the oath to be 
administered to all members elect as they mav 
appear. 

Mr. 8mith said it was unfair to introduce the 
proposition at this time when both parlies had 
stricken it from the original resolution. After 
some lurther discussion of an unimportant 
character, the resolution was passed. 

After the announcement of the death of Sen- 
ator Collamer, and the eulogistic remarks by 
Meesrs. Morrill, of Vermont; Raymond, of Now 
York; Grider, of Kentucky; Allen, of M is->a- 
chusetts; and Wentworth, ot Illinois, the usual 
resolutions were adopted, and the House ad- 
journed uutil Monday.

enforce their demands. 

A letter was received from Rev. T. C. Con- 
way, stating that he was about to proceed to 
Europe on a mission to induce capitalists to 
advance material aid to Southerners, in order 
to enabie them to resume labor on cotton 
lands. Mr. Conway's missi-in was approved of 
by a number of prominent gentlemen. 

The Post's Mexico correspondence of the 
27th says: The Manhattan, one of the steam- 
ers of the American and Mexican Steamship 
Company, bronght from Havana to Vera Cruz, 
on her last trip, 17,000 Springfield muskets, 
purchased by an American named O'Sullivan 
for the use of Maximilian. The United States 
Consul at Havana refused to permit the vessel 
to leave the harbor when he found these arms 
were on board, and the Manhattan was detained 
twenty-four hours in consequence of his refusal. 
Tbe English and French Consuls were then 
called upon by Mr. O'Sulliran, and they held 
an interview with our representative, at the 
conclution of which bills of lading were signed 
and she left the harbor with these inuiiements 
of war on board.
